3. FOR SAN SALVADOR. MS. DERIAN WISHES TO MEET WITH 
PRESIDENT ROMERO, CHURCH REPRESENTATIVES, AND OTHER 
GROUPS ACTIVE ON HUMAN RIGHTS MATTERS TO DISCUSS OUR 
HUMAN RIGHTS CONCERNS RELATED TO EL SALVADOR. IN 
PARTICULAR, SHE INTENDS TO TALK OVER THE TREATMENT 
OF CLERGYMEN AND THE RECENT THREAT TO KILL JESUITS IN 
EL SALVADOR. 

4. FOR PANAMA AND USCINCSO. MS. DERIAN WOULD LIKE 

TO RENEW HER ACQUAINTENCE WITH GENERAL MCAULIFFE AND 
DISCUSS THE ROLE OF U.S. MILITARY MISSIONS WITH RESPECT TO 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN LATIN AMERICA. SHE WOULD LIKE TO VISIT 
SCHOOL OF THE AMERICAS AND LEARN MORE ABOUT THE 
CURRICULUM. IN ADDITION, SHE WOULD LIKE TO CALL ON 
AMBASSADOR JORDEN. OTHER APPROPRIATE COURTESY 
APPOINTMENTS MAY BE MADE AT AMBASSADOR’S DISCRETION. 
PRINCIPAL PURPOSE OF PANAMA STOP, HOWEVER, IS TO 
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CONFER WITH USCINCSO ABOUT ROLE OF MILITARY IN LATIN 
AMERICA. 

5. FOR LA PAZ. THE PURPOSE OF MS. DERIAN'S VISIT IS 
TWOFOLD: TO DISCUSS IN GENERAL THE BOLIVIAN HUMAN 
RIGHTS SITUATION WITH APPROPRIATE GOB OFFICIALS IN HER 
CAPACITY AS HUMAN RIGHTS COORDINATOR AND TO REVIEW 
WITH CHARGE AND BOLIVIAN AUTHORITIES THE CURRENT 
STATUS AND CONDITION OF U.S. PRISONERS IN HER CAPACITY 
AS COORDINATOR FOR HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS. REGARDING 
THE FIRST OBJECTIVE, EMBASSY SHOULD INFORM DEPARTMENT 
SOONEST WHICH OFFICIALS WOULD SEEM TO BE INDICATED. 
POSSIBILITIES WOULD BE MINISTER OF INTERIOR PEREDA 
AND/OR SENIOR FOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICIALS. PROMINENT 
CIVILIAN LAY OR RELIGIOUS LEADERS MIGHT BE CONSIDERED. 
(DEPARTMENT RECOGNIZES THAT THERE MAY BE SOME 
DIFFICULTY IN SCHEDULING DUE TO CONFLICTS WITH 
BOLIVIAN INDEPENDENCE DAY CEREMONIES.) IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE SECOND OBJECTIVE, MS. DERIAN ALSO WISHES TO 
VISIT AMERICAN PRISONERS IN MEN'S AND WOMEN'S PRISONS. 
MS. DERIAN HAS MET WITH PARENTS OF AMERICAN PRISONERS 
AND IS CLOSELY INTERESTED IN PROBLEM OF ACCELERATING 
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CASES THROUGH BOLIVIAN LEGAL SYSTEM. EMBASSY MAY WISH 
TO SCHEDULE MEETING WITH SUB-SECRETARY OF JUSTICE 
BALLIVIAN, BOLIVIAN LAWYERS WHO ARE EMBASSY CONSULTANTS 
ON PRISONERS' CASES, AND PERHAPS OTHERS. 

6. FOR BUENOS AIRES. THE PURPOSE OF THE ARGENTINE STOP 

IS FOR MS. DERIAN TO FOLLOW UP ON SECRETARY'S CONVERSA- 
TION WITH FOREIGN MINISTER IN GRENADA. AND SECRETARY'S 
WISH THAT MS. DERIAN SERVE AS CHANNEL FOR DIALOGUE 
ON HUMAN RIGHTS. MS. DERIAN HOPES TO RENEW CONTACTS SHE 
MADE DURING HER APRIL TRIP TO BUENOS AIRES, NOTABLY 
WITH ARGENTINE OFFICIALS AND A WIDE SPECTRUM OF ARGENTINE 
OPINION, INCLUDING THE CHURCH, JEWISH LEADERS, THE 
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PERMANENT ASSEMBLY FOR HUMAN RIGHTS, THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMITTEE OF THE RED CROSS, THE UN HIGH COMMISSIONER'S 
REPRESENTATIVE AS WELL AS JOURNALISTS SUCH AS COX OF 
HERALD. SHE WOULD WELCOME OPPORTUNITY TO MEET WITH 
TIMERMAN FAMILY IF THIS CAN BE DONE WITHOUT COMPOUNDING 
JACOBO TIMERMAN S PROBLEMS. SHE WOULD ALSO BE WILLING 
TO MEET INFORMALLY WITH AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS ON A 
BACKGROUND BASIS. IN GENERAL, EMBASSY MAY BE GUIDED BY 
PREVIOUS VISIT WHICH WAS A MODEL. DUE TO TIME LIMITA- 
TIONS, MEETINGS WITH BUSINESS GROUPS SHOULD BE EXCLUDED. 
MS. DERIAN LOOKS FORWARD TO ANOTHER MEETING WITH 
COUNTRY TEAM MEMBERS. 

7. POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO RESERVE 3 SINGLE ROOMS AT 
EACH STOP AT APPROPRIATE HOTEL AND TO MEET AND ASSIST. 

IN PANAMA, ARRANGEMENTS IN CANAL ZONE PREFERRED, IF 
POSSIBLE. 

8. MS. DERIAN DOES NOT SPEAK SPANISH BUT MR. RONDON 
MAY BE USED AS INTERPRETER. MS. BOVA SPEAKS SPANISH.

CAPACITY AS HUMAN RIGHTS COORDINATOR AND TO REVIEW 
WITH CHARGE AND BOLIVIAN AUTHORITIES THE CURRENT 
STATUS AND CONDITION OF U.S. PRISONERS IN HER CAPACITY 
AS COORDINATOR FOR HUMANITARIAN AFFAIRS. REGARDING 
THE FIRST OBJECTIVE, EMBASSY SHOULD INFORM DEPARTMENT 
SOONEST WHICH OFFICIALS WOULD SEEM TO BE INDICATED. 
POSSIBILITIES WOULD BE MINISTER OF INTERIOR PEREDA 
AND/OR SENIOR FOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICIALS. PROMINENT 
CIVILIAN LAY OR RELIGIOUS LEADERS MIGHT BE CONSIDERED. 
(DEPARTMENT RECOGNIZES THAT THERE MAY BE SOME 
DIFFICULTY IN SCHEDULING DUE TO CONFLICTS WITH 
BOLIVIAN INDEPENDENCE DAY CEREMONIES.) IN CONNECTION

ON PRISONERS' CASES, AND PERHAPS OTHERS.

ON HUMAN RIGHTS. MS. DERIAN HOPES TO RENEW CONTACTS SHE

WITH ARGENTINE OFFICIALS AND A WIDE SPECTRUM OF ARGENTINE 
OPINION. INCLUDING THE CHURCH. JEWISH LEADERS, THE 
PERMANENT ASSEMBLY FOR HUMAN RIGHTS, THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMITTEE OF THE RED CROSS, THE UN HIGH COMMISSIONER'S 
REPRESENTATIVE AS WELL AS JOURNALISTS SUCH AS COX OF 
HERALD. SHE WOULD WELCOME OPPORTUNITY TO MEET WITH 
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TIMERMAN FAMILY IF THIS CAN BE DONE WITHOUT COMPOUNDING 
JACOBO TIMERMAN'S PROBLEMS. SHE WOULD ALSO BE WILLING 
TO MEET INFORMALLY WITH AMERICAN CORRESPONDENTS ON A 
BACKGROUND BASIS. IN GENERAL, EMBASSY MAY BE GUIDED BY 
PREVIOUS VISIT WHICH WAS A MODEL. DUE TO TIME LIMITA- 
TIONS, MEETINGS WITH BUSINESS GROUPS SHOULD BE EXCLUDED. 
MS. DERIAN LOOKS FORWARD TO ANOTHER MEETING WITH 
COUNTRY TEAM MEMBERS.
